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DETAILED ACTION 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose a hydrotapping power unit in a tapping tool for tapping a part 
while the part is contained in a hydroforming die cavity, the power unit comprising first 
and second powered devices for advancing and retracting the tapping tool by rotation of 
a shaft using a lead screw connection in order to pierce a hole in the part with a piercing 
end of the tool, wherein a third powered device comprising a hydraulic piston and thrust 
bearing is used to prevent shock loading on the tool during the piercing operation from 
reaching the lead screw connection. 

The provision of the shock preventing means increases a life of the tool because 
a large shock pressure is given to the tool when the hole is tapped and the 
hydroforming pressure acts on the tool in combination with a shearing shock of the 
metal that is being pierced. The shock preventing means prevents the shock from 
being transmitted to the lead screw connection.
